speaking of the barytes deposits in 
North Carolina. Alabama. Georgia and 
Tennessee, the Democratic members 
of the ways and means committee be­ 
ep me interested.

Captain of Fishing 
Schooner Found 
That of Andre Anaty. 
St. Johns, N. F., Nov. 12.—Captain 
Chalkor, m aster of the fishing schoon­ 
er Pilot of Brigus, Conception Bay, 
said that while his vessel was cod 
fishing in Mugford bay, Northern La­ 
brador, about Aug. 10, he started over­ 
land across the cape to Blackdust bay, 
three miles distant, and came upon 
a grave surmounted by a cross bear­ 
ing the inscription “Andre Ansty, Nov. 
7, 1897.” The lettering was very faint. 
Captain 
Chalker did 
not disturb 
the grave and did not discover any 
documents, and he does not know who 
is buried there. 
He is positive that 
the first word was "Andre” (French 
for Andrew) and not “Andree.” 
It is thought hers that a possible 
explanation of the grave may lit in 
the fact • that fishermen from Notre 
Dame bay of the name of Ansty fish 
near Cape Mugj£ord every summer,, and 


that one of these may have been 
buried there. 
It was at first reported that the 
captain had discovered the grave of 
Professor Andree, the Norwegian ex­ 
plorer, who attempted to reach the 
North Pole in a Walloon.

Asked 
his opinion of the governm ent regula­ 
tion m aking pipe line building con- J 
tingent on the consent of the seer®- i 
tary of the interior, who also has the : 
right to suspend the license at any 
time, "for cause," Mr. Barnes said he 
considered a man who would build a j 
line under such conditions, subject to | 
the “w him ” of the secretary of the 
interior, ‘‘a fit subject for an insane 
asylum .” 
T he m a tte r was gone into 
in 
more detail, however, when Mr. 
G reenlee declared th at capital had re- 
f ised to consider the building of addi­ 
tional pipe lines, so badly needed by 
' th e territory, since the regulations 
had been put into effect.

New Orleans. Nov. 12.—Eight deed 
And many injured was the toll in hil­ 
lman flesh and blood that paid for the 
errors of railroad trainmen when a 
Great Northern express crashed into 
the rear of a New Orleans and North­ 
eastern local at Little Woods station, 
A fishing and hunting camp on Lake 
Ponchartrain, twelve miles from this 
city. 
The wreck was attended by unusual­ 
ly gruesome scenes In the fog-bound 
swamps of the lake shore. To add to 
the horror of the situation the wreck 
caught ire and only the heroic work 
of the surviving passengers prevented 
the cremation of those pinned down 
In the debris. 
Between Slidell and New Orleans 
the Great Northern trains run over 
the tracks of the New Orleans and 
Northeastern road. A local train of 
the Northeastern from Hattiesburg 
and other Mississippi points is due to 
Arrive in New Orleans at 8:20 a. rn., 
and this is followed by a fast Great 
Northern train from Covington, which 
1s scheduled to readh here at 8:40 
rn. 
The Northeastern train was late 
and the difference of twenty minutes 
between the running of the trains was 
Considerably reduced. 
When Engineer Blackman of the 
Great Northern train took the North­ 
eastern tracks at Slidell he says he 
s'as given the usual right of way sig­ 
nal and proceeded to send his train 
toward New Orleans at a 4R-mile an 
hour clip. As the station at Little 
Woods was approached the Northeast 
k?rn local suddenly loomed up through 
the fog. Engineer Blackman applied 
his brakes and remained at the throt­ 
tle while the ponderous locomotive 
plowed its way through the train 
Hiland, leaving behind It a trail of 
corpses and injured passengers. 


Engine Went Through Two Coachee. 
No one on the Great Northern ex­ 
press was seriously hurt, hut those 
ihoard the Northeastern local were 
lot so fortunate. The nose of the 
i*g express engine had torn Its way 
rn ti rely through the two rear coaches 
lf the local and the crash aud sound 
lf splitting timbers was followed by 
he walls and groans of those pinned 
lown In the wreckage. 
Little Woods has no telegraph sta- 
:lon and It was two hours before a 
escue train arrived. 
In the meantime the scenes around 
he smouldering wreck were heart- 
•ending. One of the passengers who 
•iished forward from the Great NoTt.li- 
>rn train saw a little golden-haired 
loy with his hands waving piteously 
ibove his head apparently unable to 
‘xtricate himself from the wreckage 
vhieh was fast settling down upon 
lim. A score or more of men, some 
if them stained with their own blood, 
nade an heroic effort to get the child, 
mt the wreckage and escaping steam 
rom the partially demolished loeomo- 
ive cut off their way and they were 
breed to stand idly by as the little 
roice calling feebly for help grew 
weaker and weaker and was finally 
lushed in death. 
This child proved later to be Willie 
Lttaway, the three-year-old son of 
Hrs. A. Attaway of Slidell, La. 
His 
Ittle body was taken out of the wreck 
leveral hours later horribly mutilated 
tnd placed beside those of six or 
(even full grown men whose lives 
arere also sacrificed In the catastro- 
>he. 
That some one blundered all agree, 
tut the Northeastern officials say that 
lie Great Northern train should have 
proceeded cautiously after receiving 
Ljyarntngat„ Slidell that the local 


train was'running- alTead~of them late. 
The 
Great 
Northern 
train 
crew 
claimed they received no warning at 
Slidell and that even lf thy had been 
warned the Northwestern train should 
have sent a flagman back when the 
stop was made at Little Woods. 


THREE PERSONS KILLED. 


Several Others Injured by Explosion 
of a Steamer’s Boilar. 
Mattawa, Ont., Nov. 12.—Three per­ 
sons were killed, one is missing and 
a number of others are suffering from 
Injuries as a result of the explosion 
of the boiler of the steamer Temis- 
kaming. The accident happened at 
a narrow point of the lake and Cap­ 
tain Jones was able to run the boat on 
shore, where the injured were re 
moved without difficulty.

FAVORED BY DEMOCRATS. 


Increase in the Rate of Duty on Crude 
Barytes. 
Washington, Nov. 12.—The Demo­ 
cratic members of the house way3 
and means committee favoring an in­ 
crease in the rate of duty, and the 
lepublican members assuming an at­ 
titude against a protective rate on 
barytes, an article listed in Schedule 
A of the tariff, was the unusual sit­ 
uation which developed at the hear­ 
ing before the committee. Former 
Representative M. E. Rhodes and A. 
G. Nulson, S. M. Evans of North Caro­ 
lina, ami Charles J. Staples of Buffa­ 
lo, N. Y., spoke In favor of increasing 
tho duty on crude barytes and when 
Mr. Evans took up the argument, 
speaking of the barytes deposits in 
North Carolina, Alabama, Georgia and 
Tennessee, the Democratic members 
of the ways and means committee be­ 
ep me interested. 
Representative Pou of North Caro­ 
lina, a Democrat, told Mr. Evans that 
if he could show that the mining of 
barytes was made unprofitable be­ 
cause of the prevailing tariff, he 
would have the support of the minor­ 
ity members of the committee in the 
recommendation for an increase in 
the duties. Despite the assertion by 
Mr. Rhodes that Missouri was carried 
In the last election for William H. 
Taft because of the belief that a high­ 
er protective tariff would be enacted, 
the Republican members of the com­ 
mittee, led by Chairman Payne and 
Representatives Longworth and Bou­ 
tell, apparently desired to bring out 
the fact that no higher duty was 
necessary on barytes.

Mrs. Jack Gardner of Boston Joins 
Ranks of the Lifesavers.

Denver, Nov. 12.—That Mrs. Allen 
F. Reed, who sought to compel Mrs. 
Genevieve 
Chanter 
Phipps, 
the 
wealthy society leader, to give her a 
large sum of money by threatening 
ber life with dynamite, had other 
plans of extortion seems certain from 
the latest developments In the case. 
State Treasurer Albert E. Bent 
gave publicity to a story of the visit 
he received from a woman Monday 
afternoon in his office in the capitol. 
The visitor claimed she represented 
an Eastern magazine and was collect­ 
ing material for an article to be en­ 
titled “A Morning in Colorado’s Capi­ 
tal.” 
Although Mr. Bent pressed her for 
an answer the woman evaded his 
query as to the name of the magazine 
she was contributing to. His visitor’s 
actions were peculiar, stflted Mr. Bent, 
and she seemed to be constantly 
watching the door to his private office, 
which stood open, and outside of 
which several men were waiting for 
interviews with the state treasurer. 
The fact that any magazine should be 
interested in such an ordinary subject 
struck Mr. Bent as strange, and he 
was diffident about granting the wo­ 
man 
an extended 
audience. Aftef 
questioning him a little further, the 
woman suddenly excused herself, say­ 
ing she would return later and left 
the room. An hour or so later the 
Phipps affair occurred. From the de­ 
scription of Mrs. Read printed in the 
newspapers, as well as her photo­ 
graph, Treasurer Bent Is convinced 
that the woman who paid him the 
strange visit was no other than Mrs. 
Read and that she had in mind a pur­ 
pose similar to that carried out in her 
meeting with Mrs. Phipps when she 
visited him. 
In confirmation of the theory that 
Mrs. Read was under the influence 
of another woman, a local palmist 
and clairvoyant appeared at the po­ 
lice station and identified Mrs. Read 
as one of two women who visited him 
on Tuesday of last week. One gave 
the name of Madame Leroy and 
seemed to be absolutely in control 
over the other. The other, he says, 
was Mrs. Read. The woman claiming 
to be Madame Leroy questioned him 
concerning the cost of licenses, adver­ 
tising, etc., in connection with the 
practice of his profession, saying that 
she contemplated engaging in this 
pursuit in this city. 
Mrs. Read has been released In bond 
of $200, based on a charge of assault 
on one of the detectives who arrested 
her, and Is utfth her husband here. 


NOT THE GRAVE OF ANDREE 


Captain of Fishing Bchooner Found 
That of Andre Anaty. 
St. Johns, N. F., Nov. 12.—Captain 
Chalker, master of the fishing schoon­ 
er Pilot of Brlgus, Conception Bay, 
said that while his vessel was cod 
fishing in Mugford bay, Northern La^ 
brador, about Aug. IO, he started over­ 
land across the cape to Blackdust bay, 
three miles distant, and came upon 
a grave surmounted by a cross bear­ 
ing the inscription ’’Andre Ansty, Nov. 
7, 1897.” The lettering was very faint. 
Captain Chalker did not disturb 
the grave and did not discover any 
documents, and he does not know who 
is buried there. He is positive that 
the first word was “Andre” (French 
for Andrew) and not “Andree.” 
It is thought here that a possible 
explanation of the grave may lie in 
the fact • that fishermen from Notre 
Dame bay of the name of Ansty fish 
near Cape Mugford every Summerland 


that one of 'these may have been 
buried there. 
It was at first reported that the 
captain had discovered the grave of 
Professor Andree, the Norwegian ex­ 
plorer, who attempted to reach the 
North Pole in a Balloon.

Watterson, a lawyer and younger son 
of Henry Watterson, editor of the 
Louisville Courier Journal, plunged to 
his death from the nineteenth floor of 
his office building at 37 Wall street. 
His body shot downward for HO feet 
and landed on the roof of a ten-story 
building 
adjoining. 
Almost 
every 
bone 
was broken, 
the head 
was 
crushed and death was practically in­ 
stantaneous. 
While there were no eyewitnesses 
to the tragedy, evidently it was en­ 
tirely 
accidental. Mr. 
Watterson’*; 
hat and overcoat were on his closed 
desk. Presumably he had attempted 
to lower the window and either stum­ 
bling over the radiator, which was in 
front of the low sill, or losing his 
footing in some manner unknown, 
pitched forward and down to death on 
the roof below. 
Mr. Watterson was thirty years old 
and married. He was junior member 
of the firm of Wing, Russell & Wat­ 
terson. Shortly before 4 o’clock, after 
having discussed a ease with a clerk 
in the office, Mr. Watterson remarked 
that he was going home and passed 
from the library through the office of 
F. R. Bagg, the managing clerk, into 
his private office, the door of which 
closed and locked automatically as he 
entered. Bagg was the last person 
to see the young lawyer alive. A few 
minutes later the superintendent of 
the building rushed in and informed 
Thomas E. Wing,’ senior member of 
the firm, that he believed Mr. Watter­ 
son had fallen from the window. On 
looking down from the window, the 
mangled form was seen lying on the 
roof below. 
The body was removed to the Wat­ 
terson home after the coroner had de­ 
clared that the death of Mr. Watter­ 
son was due entirely to accident. 
Mrs. 
Watterson 
was 
prostrated 
when informed of her husband’s tragic 
death. 
Watterson was horn and reared in 
Louisville, Ky. When about twenty- 
one y^ars old he came to New York 
and entered the Columbia university 
law school. 
Shortly after becoming a member 
of the Wing, Russell A Watterson law 
firm, he ran for assembly on the Tam­ 
many ticket in an upper West Side 
district, but the district was strongly 
Republican and he was defeated.

I asylum.” The m atter was gone into 
I in more detail, however, when Mr. 
Greenlee declared that capital had re­ 
fused to consider the building of addi­ 
tional pipe lines, so badly needed by 
the territory, since the regulations 
had been put into effect.
